Tlio Hon. Mr. Humphreys moved, sec- 
onded by Mr. OiT, that an hu-nble address

Capt. W. Mtiore created a sensation by

Mr. Spcakor stated that if there was 
any domonstrHtion in tho gallery he would 
•rder it cleared. 

Capt. Mooro roHu and shaking h's list 
in thu direction of tho government benches 
jhouted "that damn Turnur and Theodore 
Uuvio," rapidly went down stairs. 

Mr, Speaker ord'jred the sergeaut-at- 
ariuH to renii^ve Irhe boUigoront. 

Order rostored, 

Hon. Mr. lluiii])lireyH said that it was 
with reluctance lie niiivetl in these t>v(^ 
iiiuttora.

He trusted that all papers would bo 
brought down. The family felt that 
proper means had not been taken to ferret 
out this supposed tnurdor, and lio thought 
It desirablo that itll papurs ahould bo pro- 
duced so tliat tliero Hhotild bo no suspicion. 

Hon. Ml'. Thoo. IJaviu said that lie was 
much obliged to thu lion, goiitlonian for 
his proforred sympathy, but un this 
occasion it was not required. On publiu 
groinids the rotuni asked for mnst bo 
denied. Thuro aro now thiuu ))orHons in 
prison lu- aiting trial for this murder, and 
to produce thu iiifonimtioii and papers 
which had led to tliiiir arrost would bo to 
]>rojudice either tiio case for the prosecu- 
tion or for the defuncu.

When ho had seconded thu resolu- 
tion he was not awnre that there wore 
parties awaiting trial. Ho desired that 
tiio reaolution might bo withdrawn. 

Mr. Duiivon askud tiiu hon. licting 
attorney-general if there was any truth 
in the rumor that hu, while acting as 
attorney-gunornl, had been engaged to 
defend the prisoners.

Owing to the two [irisoiiers 
severing in their defoiices tlio retainer Un- 
one had, with the consent of that pris- 
oner's friends, been handed over to Mr. 
Drake, but tho retainer of the other ho, 
Mr. Davio, still Iield aiid unless 
the friends tjf his client chose 
tu release liini ho, ftTr. Daviu, would bo 
buuiid to defend him at tho trial, and 
Would have no hesitation in doing so. 
The piiiHucutiou woijld be conduetud by 
iMr. Irving, tlio duimty, or if thought 
iiecussary, other connsel would be on- 
gaged. 

tHr. LJeavon said if ho understood the 
hoii. gentleman aright ho had been ro- 
tainod by the prisoners for their dufeiioo, 
and still intended defending tlimn. He 
cortaiiily thought a gentleniaii loproaont- 
ing tlio Crown was placed in a peculiar 
position when ho was sworn as a defoiidor 
of tho Crown and yet was counsel for thu 
prisoners against tho Crown. The dejnity 
in tho utlico was going to be tho prosecut- 
ing counsel, and the oliiof of the depart- 
ment tho counsel for tho dofoneo. It was 
a riddio that hu could not understand, 
and he tlioiiglit it anything but credilablo 
that tho acting Attorney ■( ioiiuriil should 
place himself in such a position. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that there was 
nothing anomalous in it at all. His re- 
tainer for the defence dated prior to his 
entering the government. In this par 
ticular mattor ho ImJ a paranuiuiit duty 
to his client .vliicli hu could fiillil coiisis 
tontly W'tli tho general duties of tho 
ollico which for tho time boiii^ 
liad to supervise.

He was sure that parallel instuiicos 
could bo (|uoted from othor countries, 
According to too view now being advanced 
no counsel who had a defence against thu 
crown could accept the position of crown 
counsel. He had every reason for believ 
ing that long before tho cases of those 
liulians came on for trial, thu attorney 
general would have returned to his duties, 
but wlietiiur or no public interests would 
not sull'er by liia conducting tho defoii' 
Mr. Davie also referred to the case of the 
Indian Quamlet, for whom be had received 
a provinus retainer, and said that ho 
bolioved those were the only cases. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys claimed that 
there was no instance on record of a 
similar action tu that which tlie hon.

tflned his fee as counsel for the defence. 
Ho (Mr. 11.) conBidnrod tho jjosition held 
by him as anomalous and diacroditablo 
Ho thought that there was no more 
danger to the prisdiiors or prcjsecution by 
bringing jiapurs before tho house thai 
there was in allowing counsel for the de- 
fence to have access to them. 

Hon. Mr.' Davie said that he had never 
seen any portion of tho papers and never 
expected to. If any one doubted this, 
let Mr. Irving, the deputy, be instantly 
brought to tho bar to give evidence.

SUNDAY NIftHT'S P^IRE. 

The drieln Unknown-The Lossbs and the In- 
lurauee-Proinpt Flnniieii. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock on Sunday night 
Mr. R. Cluiiey, of the steamer Olympian, 
noticed smoke issuing from one of tho 
three-story stone buildings on Wharf 
street, owned by Mr. R. Pinlayson. Mr. 
Cluney auunded an alarm from the steam- 
er's boll, whilst Oflicer Hooaen communi- 
cated with the telephone otUce, and in a 
brief space of time tlio three tiro bells 
wero clan«iiig out an alarm. WHien the 
tiremen arrived on tho scene they were 
at first deterred from entering the build- 
ing by the iron doors being securely 
fastened. A crowbar, however, forced 
oiie.of the doors, but dense volumes of 
smoke prevented the fire being located 
for some time. Water was turned on 
and the upper floor flooded, when the fire 
was found to have originated in the 
second story and communicated with the 
stair-case.charring a wooden partition and : 
burning a hole about four feet square in 
the stairway. The flames were quickly 
extinguished with a copious stream 
of water, and all danger was at 
an end from what at one time 
threatened to be a disastrous tire. 
The upper story of the building is occu- 
pied by the Ames Holden Co., of Mbn- 

truiilM, Tslises, etc., valued at abaiiilttjiwili;.^ 
000. This stock is insured for f20, 000 
in tho following companies ; The Phoenix, 
of Brooklyn, flO,000; City of London, 
82,600; Royal, 82,500; Guardian, §2,500; 
Imperial, $2,500. Mr. Redmond had a 
stock of cigars and tobacco in the same 
preniisos, which will prove a total loss. 
He i», however, covered by insurance. 
Mr. W. Slater, representing tlie firm of 
Dun, Wiman and Co., also occupied an 
oflice in the building. The two lower 
stories were occupied by Mr. Thos. Earle 
with a large stock of groceries, consisting 
principally of teas, currants, wrapping 
paper, butter in kegs, brooms, etc., and 
about thirty tons of salt. All this stock 
is damaged with water, the teas and salt 
being ruined. Mr. Earlo is insured for 
85,000 in the National of Ireland. It is 
as yet impesMUey.tpl'aseertain the extent 
of the losses sustained by the Ames 
Holden Co. and by Mr. Earle, the stocks 
of both firms being saturated with water. 
Tho origin of the fire is unknown, tho 
building having been securely closed on 
Saturday afternoon at 4 o'clock, and 
there being then no signs of fire on the 
premises.

It was an erroneous idea 
to suppose that tun acrea would feed one 
head, for it waa demonstrated that thirty 
acrfis was necessary. 

Mr. Martin said the nieusuro waa Wie 
for the piu'pose of sotting aside a certain 
pi/ition of tlu! [lublic lands and reaping 
from such reserve a revenue which would 
not otherwise bo derived. He did not 
consider it a general tax. He also did 
Hut think that it would tend to reduce 
the number uf cattle running on the 
ranges. Ho would support tho bill, (or 
it waa a good measure. 

Old. liaker said that by impi'siug a 
charge it would keep Indiana from feed- 
ing their animals on these lands. 

Air. Orr said that tlio [irinciplu of 
allowing tho liout. -governor in council to 
fix a sliding scale was injudicious.

Mr. McLeuse thought the debate shouhl 
bu adjourned until further consideratfon 
of the principle ivas had.

IMr. Orr thought it most desirable that 
the debate should be adjourned, and the 
principle iu question coiiaidered. The 
house shimid not relinquish thu power of 
li.xiiig any iuiposta.

The prin- 
ciple waa the same in this case as in the 
other cases he had referred to, and he 
could sue no objection 'bi tho present 
measure. 

Mr. Higgins hoped that the introducer 
of the bill would eunseut to the adjoiirn- 
luoiit of thu deRalu. He would like to 
become bettor acquainted with its pro- 
visions and probable results before as- 
senting tu tliem. it might have a ten- 
dency to impose untlue burdens on the 
poor settlers and create a mJnio|)oly fur 
the rich 8t<jckuien.
